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LONDON’S RAILWAY: SYSTEM 


N February, 1944, a committee was appointed by the 
T atinistor of War Transport, under the chairmanship 
of Professor Sit Charles Inglis,* with the following terms 
oi reference. 

“To investigate and report upon the technical and 
operational aspects, of. those suggestions made_in the 
County of London Plan of 1943 . which. relate to the 
main line and’ suburban railway system of London, both 
surface and underground, bearing in mind that these 
suggestions are intended to contribute towards and 
form part. of a comprehensive scheme for the redevelop- 
ment of the area m question. The committee should 
include in their examination of the problem any alter- 
natives to or modifications of the suggestions made in 
the Plan which the Railway Companies or the London 
Passenger Transport;;Board.may: wish to submit and 
should have due regard to the requirements of traffic 
and to the convenience’ of the travelling public and to 
any schemes .of improvements which the Railway 
Companies and the L.P.T.B. may have in mind.” 


It was appreciated that an important feature of the 
London. County plan. was the abolition of the railway 
viaducts and the bridges crossing the Thames between 
London Bridge and Westminster, by employing under- 
ground lines to replace those above the road levels. 
Suggestions were made in this plan for various circuits 
and leops, but these have not been accepted by the 
present committee in its report, which takes the view 
that “ Loop working is not. a practicable proposition for 
terminating trains ’’ and ‘‘ would necessitate extremely 
complicated junction working.” 

The conclusion is reached that the demands of daily 
traffic would be better met by through lines linking up 
the suburbs on the opposite sides of the central area. 
Some of these exist at present but some eight additional 
ones are planned in order to remove as much of this 
traffic as possible from the ‘main line terminal stations. 
This solution bears a marked resemblance to that out- 
lined by the Architects’ London Regional Reconstrac- 
tion Committee, in their report. of May, 1943, but this 
likeness may be quite fortuitous’ as that report does 
not seem to have been before the ‘present committee 
and it wert rather further in regarding the number of 
main line terminals as capable of reduction to four in, 
number, consequent on the, removal from them of all 
suburban traffic. The two reports agree in placing a 
single main line station between Waterloo and London 
Bridge, but this is as far as the one now before us goes 
in that direction. 

It is noted that the proposed measures for redistri- 
buting the population of London will affect the problem 
of its movement to and from the-centre, but this would 
not very seriously invalidate the statistics which form 
an important feature in this report. These, in @ 
summarised form, indicate that during the maximum 


morning peak hour the companies’ lines eee te 
river bring in some 75,000 persons while the”

Railway brings in about. 130,000. The. balance is in 
part adjusted by the L.P.T.B., for which an approximate 
estimate would give 125,000 on*the north and 45,000 
on the south, so that we get totals of peak hour transit 
as 200,000 from the north and 175,000 from the south. 
The full amount of morning and evening traffic more 
than doubles these figures. In the report they are not 
analysed on this basis, and it looks as if the planning 
might be affected by these comparisons, as the L.P.T.B. 
are very short of southerly routes and its system might 
benefit very greatly by more co-ordination with the 
Southern Railway. 

The separation between, suburban and main line 
traffic raises a difficulty in the case of those travelling 
with heavy luggage, who could not be provided for in 
the suburban system and would have to be restricted 
to the main terminal stations and such others as. would 
be used in conjunction with these. Careful consideration 
would also have to be given to the methods of collection 
and distribution of mails, newspapers and general 
parcels, including fresh fish and fruit, it might be 
possible to deal with some of this on suburban lines at 
other than peak hours of traffic, but it looks as if it might 
be more appropriate to keep them to the main line 
section of the organisation, supplemented by a somewhat 
increased use of road t It is noted that a 
change of this type has already been made—when the 
High Barnet line was transferred from the L.N.E-R. to 
the L.P.T.B. tube system. 

The problems before the present committee were 
formidable and it cannot be said that they seem to have 
been finally solved in the plans submitted and the 
accompanying report, particularly in respect of the 
southern side. A few link lines in outer areas would 
diminish the mass of traffic now running to London 
Bridge, Cannon Street and Charing Cross, the diversion 
of which is regarded as demanding no less than three 
sets of tunnels running right through the city as well as 
oe in Southwark. The provision for the great number 
of suburban trains reaching Clapham Junction appears 
inadequate, one additional route being offered 
between this and the city. It might also be fon pe 
that the L.P.T.B. termitials at Aldwych the 
Elephant and Castle should be regarded as starting 
points for new routes southward. 

One important problem arising out of the through 
traffic system is the cost of running empty trains outward 
and inward at the end of the peak periods and returning 
them when required. Taking some 300 trains as a 
basis the rail mileage would average 2,000,000 per 
annum, costing perhaps £500,000. It would be 
worth while to provide depots for parking the trains 
between the hours of 10 and 4 within five miles of the 
centre. These depots would demand 60 acres and 
might cost some £3,000,000, 
but as they would be below the road level the surface 
over could be used for playing fields, markets or other 
purposes. It is obvious that such a course would be 
economically sound and the necessary plans for it might 
well be included in the scheme.

THE ACCLIMATISATION OF MODERN 
ARCHITECTURE IN DIFFERENT 
COUNTRIES 


Ar a meeting of the Architectural 
Association on’ ‘Tuesday, April’ 30, Pro. 
ressok Henry-Russer, Hrrencock, M.A. 
(Harvard), Lecturer in Architectural His- 
tory at’ the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology, and’ head of the Art Depart- 
ment, Wesleyan University, ‘delivered: an 
address on the‘ Acclimatisation of Modern 
Architecture in’ Different Countries.”” Mr. 
Grenam’ Dawbarn, A.R.1.B.A., President 


of the Architectural Association, was in’ 


the chair. 

The speaker said that twenty years 
ago many of the supporters of the new 
are itecture claimed that it was © not 
a style but the necessary modern way of 
building. Doctrines of pure functionalism, 
however, were not coflieint against. the 


followers of medisval or Georgian 
tradition in this» country and other 
traditionalists elsewhere, because © the 


traditionalists. claimed to be as scientific 
and functional as the innovators. i 
had justified a rather rigid critical concept 
of ‘‘ international. modern | style’’. to 
ensure a clean break with the past, The 
new style was necessarily international, 
but to, Europeans it seemed American, to 
Americans it, seemed ,European, and 
within Europe it was for some time banned 
as Boche in. France, discouraged. as 
bourgeois in Russia, and eventually pro- 
scribed. in. Germany. as Bolshevik. 

The idea of an overall cultural synthesis 
controlling architecture along with all the 
other arts did not Jast long. ,Modern 
architecture in the -’thirties ceased to be 
an exclusive style based originally,on the 
practice of a few originating masters, and 
in so doing it became democratised in the 
sense that the bottom level was. uplifted 
and the top level lowered. This state of 
things fitted the nature of our post-war 
world, with its demand for an architecture 
that could supply dwellings by the million, 
rebuild cities, and house the various 
services that we in the twentieth century 
believed all communities ought to have. 

To-day there was needed—and modern 
architecture after two decades could 
provide it—a vocabulary of planning and 
construction ensuring amenity of form. 
Probably we were going to have a uni- 
formity of style comparable with that of 
the eighteenth century; tendencies were 
already visible qualifying the uniformity 
of post-war architecture. It was charac- 
teristic of the great architectural styles 
of the past that, having received precise 
formulation in a particular area, and being 
thence distributed to other areas, they 
quickly developed regional variations ; and 
we might expect that after several 
decades, during which international archi- 
tecture had been taken over in various 
parts of, the world, its language, at last 
well learned, would serve as a vehicle for 
regional and national particularities. 
Indeed, this had begun to occur during the 
late ’thirties.. The war had arrested this 
development, but. the process of ima- 
tisation would presumably proceed again 
more rapidly once the emergency buildin 
needs of the post-war Py been met. 

This process of acclimatisation had been 
hastened in the combatant .countries 
because of architecture being submitted to 
national rather than international condi- 
tions. Beyond that,.the lack of main- 
tenance which had continued in European 
countries for six years had shown up the 
unsuitability of certain international ideas 
in “particular countries,’ because 
national architecture often 


inter- 
carried 
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chatactéristics developed-in one-chmate to 
regions whose» climates,were totally 
different from -thosé where ‘the charac- 
teristics , hads originated; to, make them 
practical under the new _ conditions 
required skilful adaptation. Thus, once 
huilding -was resumed, there would be 
negative criteria based on knowledge of 
what had not’ worked out well during the 
period of neglect. 

On the positive side also, even before 
the war, and certainly during its con- 
tinuance, regional developments within 
the modern style had been developed 
which were clearly inapplicable to other 
countries. For . example, the virtuoso 
ferro-concrete buildings of , Brazil were 
directly derived from Le Corbusier, and 
could not be specifically Brazilian; but 
they were unsuited temperamentally to the 
Anglo-Saxon or Scandinavian world 
because of their Latin monumentalism and 
formalism. In Finland, again, there was 
the use of small wooden members, which 
should not be imitated in countries where 
timber was difficult to obtain, or where 
small trees were not turned so directly 
into bailding material. In that country 
and in Brazil, the quality of modern 
architecture was often ‘most wortliy of 
admiration where it was least suitable for 
foreign imitation. 

Another aspect should be mentioned of 
the cultural acclimatisation of modern 
architecture in different countries. It was 
that, although there had been throughout 
the late “eighties of the last century 
developments in most countries towards 
modern architecture, only some of which 
elements had been fused in the 1920’s into 
the international canon, there were other 
elements which did not seem soluble in the 
new mixture. ‘Such was the case with 
the work of Perret in France and that of 
frank Lloyd Wright’ in’ America. In 
Britain there were no living masters of 
the calibre of Wright or Perret, but there 
had been at one time a considerable group 
of pag rer poe reg= of —s - 
most distinguished were Voysey and C. R. 
Mackintosh, and it’ might well’ be that 
their work ‘would influence the develop- 
ment of the modern English school. 


Local Vernacular Building 

Finally, in the acclimatisation of 
modern architecture, there was the 
potential influence of a study of local 
vernacular building, based on respect for 
building as a modern craft rather than a 
traditional one. American architects of 
the ’thirties had not studied academic 
Georgian architecture of the eighteenth 
century more than that of other periods of 
the past; but admiration had led them to 
attempt to emulate the qualities, of .the 
carpenter-technicians. Models such as 
barns and ranch-houses encouraged them 
in a freer handling of materials; a looser 
and less European sense of form was 
released and found original expression. In 
England, engineers planning new railway 
stations had studied the serial. station 
building of the end of the last century. 
Vernacular achievements in colour, casual 
compositions, and the use of glass and 
iron had provided the present generation 
of architects with materials for a stud 
which might prove valuable. Suc 


g studies provided clues as to what was in 


the long run suitable for any particular 
region, and many lessons were to be 
learned from the nineteenth century as to 
what methods or materials were impossible 
here. The immediate future demanded 
quantity rather than quality in building, 
and by a firm grasp of the basic principles 
of the international modern way of 
building, as related to economy and suit- 
ability of materials; construction and 
planning, nationa) and regional schools of 
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modern architecture might be encouraged 
and developed. 

Mr. Joun Sumerson, A.R.1.B.A., 
moving a vote of thanks, said that for the 
fast hundred years the members of the 
Architectural Association had met to 
discuss their problems, and during the 
whole of that period one of the most, acute 
of those problems had been that of the 
absence of a national style. At the 
Association’s very first meeting, Professor 
Donaldson had said that we wanted a 
style of architecture reflecting ‘* the ideals 
and achievements of the present age.” 
After a hundred years, precisely the 
same problem was being discussed. The 
only clue to architecture was to study the 
life of the pene for whom the buildings 
were intended, 


Mr. R. E. Entnoven, F.R.1.B.A., who 
seconded the vote of thanks, said that 
there had been a time when regional 
architecture had grown out of the 
use of different materials, difference of 
climate and difference in the way people 
lived. But, he thought, the. effects of 
local materials had now to be ‘given up, 
and architects had to be prepared to use 
a similar type of construction in different 
parts of the world

posals submitted by the Foreign Relations 
Committee concerning the creation of an 
International Union of Architecture;-and 
it was agreed that the Conference which 
the Reunion Internationale d’ Architectes 
are to hold in the early autumn and at 
which it is proposed to discuss the matter 
should be held at the. Institute and under 
R.1.B.A. patronage. 


Headquarters of the United Nations 
Organisation.—It_ was reported that Mr. 
Noel-Baker, Minister of State, had in- 
formed the President that, a Commission 
was being set up to examine and report 
upon the region selected for the site of 
the U.N.O. headquarters, and that the 
question of buildings: would not be con- 
sidered until the General Assembly (which 
would next ‘meet. in’ September) had 
approved this report. Meanwhile, the 
Minister would direct to the r quar- 
ter the Institute’s representations that the 
design of the buildings should he the sub- 
ject of a competition.

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HOUSING STANDARDS 


AND COSTS 


AN INSOLUBLE PROBLEM ? 

A CONFERENCE on rural housin ing was 
held on May 3 at the Housing ‘ae 
13, gy efi §.W.1, when Mr. 
BRIAN Cooper, F.RILB.A, delivered " 
paper on “ Housing—the — Problem _ of 
Standards and Costs.” 

We take the following extracts from 
the speaker’s remarks :— 

The problem’ is, of course, how to 
achieve the improved standards of area, 
arrangement and equipment suggested b 
the Dudley” Report, Housing Manual, 
1944, and Minis of Health Circular 
200/45 within the limit of cost acceptable 
to the Ministry and inferred by the sub- 
sidy figures given in the Housing Bill 
now in its final stages in Parliament. The 
short answer which immediately occurs to 
one is “It can’t be done,”’ and 
that at the end of this paper the answer 
will still be much the same. 

The subsidies as given in the Bill 
appear to visualise houses costing about 
£1,100 to, £1,150 each, including land, 
road- making, drainage, and all services, 
ete. This gure was perhaps near enough 
to the mark when the Bill was. drafted, 
but. the tendency has been in recent 
months for prices to rise still further. 
We have had notably a considerable in- 
crease in wages, incidentally brushed aside 
by the Ministry as to be absorbed in the 
general cost. of building without there 

ing any, actual increase, a condition 
which is certainly not possible of achieve- 
ment under present conditions. Many 
materials; are. still advancing in price, in 
particular, . bricks. Labour output, 
although improving, is still lower than 
before the,.war, but perhaps. the most 
important of all reasons for high costs, 
the proper organisation of the job, is more 
difficult than ever, owing to. uncertainties 
in labour and the supplies of materials. 

Before the. war the standard was set 
by the Ministry of Health’s Rural Hous- 
ing Manual, 1938... The houses » would 
have an area of round about 800 sq. ft., 
with the possible addition of a shed or 
store externally. he accommodation 
would comprise on the ground floor a 
living-room and scullery, off which 
opens the combined bathroom-washhouse. 

ere would also be the food store and 
water-closet (if there was a water supply 
laid on, otherwise, of course, there would 
be an. earth-closet). Upstairs. there were 
three bedrooms of about 150, 100, 70 sq. 
f{t., one of them having a cupboard. 


Four Guiding Points. 

The plans given in the Manual were 
taticed by a note describing four points 
which had been kept in view ; (1) access 
to the bathroom and w.c. without passing 
through the living-room; (2) solid-fuel 
boiler to provide hot water direct to the 
bath; (3) direct light and ventilation to 
the staircase; (4) outside access to fuel- 
store. 

Now in what way does the post-war plan 
for an erie, worker's cottage differ 
from this? First of all, it is larger, it has 
an area within, the main walls of about 
900 sq. ft, instead of about 800, and much 
more spacious outbuildings. 

The .plan now..provides on the ground 
floor two rooms, the former scullery has 
become a kitchen where the meals are par- 
taken of as well as. prepared, and the 
sitting-room is now free.from. interruption 
by meals. .In.the attached .outbuildings 
are the. washhouse, fitted with a deep 
washtub, as. well as.the solid-fuel wash- 
boiler, the bicycle.and. tool shed, a water- 
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closet, and the. fuel-store, all sible 
under ‘Cover from ' the -house @inbide * 
access to the’ fudl-store, \in fact), ser, ing 
to rein) the kitchen from , the wind and 
tain and snow’ that formerly peat upon 
the back’ doot: 

The bathroom is: how wpstairs. It con. 
tains a bath with a hot-water supply, 
wash-basin, and a second) w.c. three 
bedrooms each have their own cupboard, 
There is a heated linen-cupboard, and per. 
haps a storeroom for boxes or apples in 
oF roof space over the: outbuildings. 

By iar the most important of the new 
standards is the increased space allowance. 
How the space is to be divided up is to 
some degree optional; there must, of 
course, be two rooms downstairs, but some 
persuasion may be needed (in "the plan- 
ning, I mean) in order to induce the 
tenants to use their two rooms properly. 
Itis not easy to achieve thls, but one 
way of trying to do so is to "make the 
en-dining-room into as attractive a 
workroom for the housewife as is possible 
without making it attractive as a sitting- 
room. To sit round the hearth the family 
must move into the other room, which 
also can be of generous size because we 
have eliminated the scullery. 

The remaining additional space which 
we now have goes in small part to a really 
good larder, but principally in the out- 
buildings’ which we have already enumer- 
ated; and upstairs to the larger bathroom 
and to the bedroom cupboards. 

Now let us tabulate the improvements 
we want to adopt as compared with a pre- 
war house, 

First of all we have to adjust pre-war 
values with present-day costs. We will 
assume a pre-war tikes Wadeouinsd cottage 
of 800 , . ft. and 50 sq. ft. of outbuild- 
ings, an " costing, in 1 . 

he figures I give are approximate, hut 
are based on my own attempts to meet 
this problem ay. 

At present the cost of building is 
approximately 100 per cent, above the 
1959 cost, so that in order to put, matters 
in present-day peripesttye we have to 
start with a pre-war- cottage which 
would cost to-da . Pisy fa 

The first and Ales essential difference 
is, the increased area—l00 sq. ft. inside 
the house proper and another 100 sq. ft 
in, the outbuildings—for this add—£200. 

Hot-water sxsiem, involving back. boiler, 
cylinder, feed tank, flow and return and 
supplies to bath, lavatory, sink, etc.—£23. 

Lavatory basin (not included in the pre- 
war house) and. second w.c. and connec- 
tions—£15. 

Wash-tub installed near the wash- 
boiler and its table top, together with its 
waste and drainage—£10. 

Smokeless fuel (but omnivorous)  all- 
night-burning oven costs more than the 
pre-war type of combination grate, add— 
£12. 

Background heating to bedrooms, 
possibly by means of convected warm air 
from the fire, add—£15, 

Extra kitchen cupboard space and fit- 
ments—£12. 

Additional bedroom cupboards—£8. 

Bathroom walls painted instead of dis- 
tempered, add—£5. 

Ynciies electrical points, add—£12. 

Front door, add—£10. 

Concrete footpath round back area of 
house—£7. 

Measures to prevent excessive heat loss, 
frozen . pipes. and to minimise sound 
passage may cost £12. 

A .more. efficient disposal. works are 
ealled for in Housing Manual. The addi- 
‘eval cost. per house will vary, but may 
be £20. 
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Scarcity in many different materials 
may necessitate substitutes either in the 
original specification or during the course 
of the work. Possibly one may have to 
incur an additional expenditure for such 
reasons—£25. 

Lastly, but not by any means least, 
the standard of external appearance. 
Colour and texture of materials are im- 
portant, and cheap materials seldom 
satisfy. Decent and worthy materials for 
roofs, walls, windows and doors are essen- 
tial; I have to add for them a further 
£30. 

Total, £1,266. 

To this total has to be added the cost 
ot the land, architect’s and other fees and 
ihe cost of raising the loan, altogether, 
say, another £54, which brings us to 
£1,320. 

Special site factors may add to the cost, 
‘site abnormals,’’ as the Ministry of 
Health term them, and we shall be lucky 
if there are none. This may easily mean 
an extra £60 per house. 


A Burden for Rural Authorities. 

Our overall cost now stands at £1,380 
or thereabouts per house. If we are to 
let the houses at rents of about 8s. per 
week we are left having to finance out of 
rates the loan charges on the difference 
between the maximum cost, as envisaged 
by the subsidy, and the actual cost—the 
difference, as we see, being of the order 
of £230 for each cottage, @ not incon- 
siderable burden for a small rural autho- 
rity, or, for that matter, a larger one with 
a heavy housing programme. 

What is the solution? Of possible ways 
of bridging the gap there are four :— 

(1) Reduce the standards. Of course, 
standards are not absolute, and not all are 
of the same importance. Nevertheless, 
there are not many of them which can be 
omitted without seriously affecting the 
kind of house set before us for achieve- 


ment. The standards should remain. 
(2) Increase the rents. Now that 
wages are increased from 65s. to £4, 


assuming a steady agricultural folicy 
ensures their remaining at the new level, 
there seems to be a strong argument for 
allowing the rents to be increased from 
7s. 6d. or 8s. to, say, 10s. a week. 

(3) Increase the subsidy. The capital 
value of the Exchequer subsidy is £689, 
and of the rate contribution £81, making 
a total of £770. This leaves some £610 
as the net cost to the Council, upon which 
an economical rent would be 15s. a week, 
about double the actual rent. I suggest 
that in times of fluctuating costs and 
unusual and difficult conditions there 
would seem to be good reasons for a greater 
degree of flexibility in the subsidy, 
possibly along the lines of such an 
arrangement as the Exchequer grant of 
the Addison Scheme after the last war. 

(4) Decrease the cost of building. This 
is, of course, the long-term solution and 
will come sooner or later. Only, of course, 
the Government will then reduce the 
subsidy. 

As I said at the beginning, the short 
answer is ; ‘‘ It can’t be done,” and we 
have come back to that at last, but with 
the hope that if at the present time our 
rates will have to bear a good deal more 
than the Minister has suggested, that con- 
dition will not last long, that prices will 
soon re and descend from their peak, 
and that some flexibility will be intro- 
duced into the conditions of the subsidy 
to eliminate a loss which, at the present 
day, is certain to result if the Ministry’s 
standards are to be maintained.

Timber Control and Imported Plywood. 

To tHe Enitor or The Builder. 

Srr,—Government spokesmen, not only 
in the House but from the platform, have 
issued repeated warnings that the cost of 
building must be reduced if the homes 
so urgently needed for our people are to 
be provided without seriously imperilling 
the national economy. It is not unusual 
for such warnings to be accompanied by 
implications of inefficiency and failure on 
the part of private enterprise to cope 
with the problem. 

I wonder if these same spokesmen will 
be sufficiently bold and honest to proclaim 
with equal vehemence to an uninformed 
public what is the present position regard- 
ing certain building materials which are 
under Government control ? 

In particular I would refer to the con- 
troi of plywood as evinced by the follow- 
ing letter of a leading firm of timber 
merchants :— 


Licence No. S/SF. 

‘* Dear Sir,—With reference to the ply- 
wood ordered under the above, the 
British-made goods allocated by the 
Timber Control have now been collected 
from Mislingford, Hampshire, and we are 
delivering to you to-day. 

‘* As mentioned on the telephone, this 
4 in. plywood is very expensive, The 
Control price fixed is 115s. 6d. per 100 ft. 
super, plus 20 per cent., plus Zone Charge 
and cost of collection and delivery from 
Mislingford, totalling approximately 
ls. 6d. per ft. super. 

‘‘ We are advised by the Timber Con- 
trol that all 4 in. imported plywood is 
reserved entirely for utility furniture, and 
that nothing else but this British-made 
material is available for other Licences.— 
Yours faithfully, hs 

Until quite recently imported plywood 
of comparable thickness, quality and 
quantity to that referred to in the above 
citation was available to the building in- 
dustry at 64d. per foot super. 

Further comment would seem _ super- 
fluous, but I earnestly hope that ways 
and means may be found to make the 
public fully informed on this further in- 
stance of the consequences of Government 
detailed control of industry.

The cost of these homes, including site 
value, varies from £1,000 to £1,2C0—much 
below the average cost of a prefabricated 
house. 

The brick supply, it is true, is difficult 
in some parts, but now that a new wage 
agreement has been negotiated for brick- 
makers, there should be no great difficulty 
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in manning the works to ensure maximum 
production.

Output of Bricklayers. 
To rue Epitor or The Builder. 

Sir,—Why is the bricklayer singled out 
for criticism? The brickwork in the 
average Council or similar type house is 
a@ comparatively small item of cost. An 
easy rule-of-thumb method of proving this 
is to calculate the number of bricks, say, 
16,000, for the average three-bedroom type 
of house at approximately £3 per thou- 
sand; then double tinis cost, to allow for 
bricklayers’ labour, which brings it to 
£96. With labour and material, the 
average pre-war contract price was round 
about £380 (excluding land). It is, there- 
fore, an easy matter to see that the shell 
cost was approximately one-quarter of the 
total. 

To-day the standard of quality and 
quantity remain the same. But into the 
ranks of the house-builders {and house 
building is a specialist job) have come all 
classes of people who would have despised 
anyone connected with house building 
from 1920 to 1939. These people have 
tried to get down to the chart system— 
quite an ancient practice under another 
name, but the words ‘‘charted pro- 
gress’’ sound so important, you know. 
ln my opinion, the only way to get out- 
put is to forget how many bricks can be 
laid and sort out some of the redundant 
office staffs. I have personally supervised 
16,000 houses from dampcourse to comple- 
tion. The fastest output averaged 90 
complete houses per week. Not too bad! 
These figures are not fictitious. They can 
be substantiated by the Corporation for 
whom the houses were built and by the 
contractor. There was no studying how 
many bricks were laid upon _ these 
schemes. We kept a sharp lookout for 
other leakages, which always have 
occurred to upset calculations of output, 
etc., and always will.

THE LONDON FRANCISCAN 


AND AUSTINEFRIARIES 
A VISIT TO SITES 


In pursuance of its plan for re-discover- 
ing and publicising the remains of the 
London friaries, begun by visiting the 
White and Black Friars last Autumn, the 
West Wickham Society on a recent Satur- 
day made a tour (organised by Miss 
Watson, secretary) of the Grey or Fran- 
ciscan. and Austin Friars’ sites in the 
City, conducted by Mr. H. V. Molesworth 
Roberts, of the R.I.B.A. Library. Meet- 
ing at the east end of Newgate-street, 
they assembled in the churchyard of 
Christ Church, Newgate, which occupies 
the site of the nave, as the church does 
of the choir, of the Grey Friars’ church; 
this at its south-west corner opened by 
a porch on to the street. The positions of 
the two cloisters and the subsequent build- 
ings of Christ's Hospital (the Bluecoat 
School), which replaced the friary after 
the Suppression, were shown; and _ inci- 
dentally the King Edward Building of 
the General Post Office, which in turn 
replaced the Hospital, was noted as an 
early large instance of reinforced concrete, 
completed about 1910. By the courtesy 
of the authorities and Mr. Whitaker, the 
company was permitted to enter the yard 
of the Post Office and note the position of 
the Chapter House, Lavatory (wash- 
place), and Latin School added by Wren, 
also the line of the Roman town wall run- 
ning westward to the bastion preserved 
under the west yard. The plaques com- 
memorating friary and Hospital, affixed to 
the Newgate-street front of the Post Office 
(Sir Henry Tanner, architect), were 
shown. 

The party then, noting the vestibule at 
the north-west corner of G.P.O. North, 
on the site of a bastion, walked along 
Gresham-street and Lothbury, inspecting 
the curious late-Georgian Guildhall front 
and church of St. Margaret Lothbury, and 
so by Throgmorton-street to the twisting 
Jane called Austin Friars, at length be- 
holding the tragic war-damaged ruin of 
the Dutch Church, so used 1550-1941, but 
earlier the nave of the Austin Friars, 
built about 1354. Mr. Roberts said he 
thought this one of the major disasters 
of the raids, but was glad the moulded 
bases of some piers remained. To the 
north-east, past No. 10 Austin Friars, 
under which part of a friars’ domestic 
building was found, the party saw Austin 
Friars-square, a reminiscence of the 
original cloister garth. 


In the course of a short indoor address 
in St. Margaret’s (by courtesy of the 
Bishop of Stepney and verger), the guide 
outlined the various orders of monks, 
friars, canons regular, and _ military 
knights. He summarised the history of 
the friars’ foundations and their habit, 


and mentioned the chief books on the 
subject—Clapham and Godfrey, Some 
Famous Buildings and Their Story, 


Gasquet’s English Monastic Life (with 
alphabetical list of monasteries), A. R. 
Martin’s Franciscan Architecture in 
England (with map of Newgate site), and 
Godfrey's History of Architecture in 
TLondon. Thanks were expressed by Mr. 
toddard. The site of the Crutched 
Friars was indicated (near Fenchurch- 
street Station) but was not visited.

ANNUAL GENERAL MEETING 

In the absence of the president, Sir 
Percy Thomas, O.B.E., Mr. S 
Goodhart-Rendel, vice-president ' and ‘hon. 
treasurer, presided at the annual general 
meeting of the Architects’ Benevolent 
Society, at the R.I.B.A., on May 1. 

Sim Caries NicHouson, hon. secretary, 
im presenting the Report for 1945, spoke 
of the steady progress of the Society in 
spite of adverse circumstances. In refer- 
ring to the value of the Maurice Webb 
Memorial Fund, which enabled the Council 
to help exceptional cases of hardship, Sir 
Charles reminded the meeting of the great 
work Mr. Webb had done for the Society 
in his lifetime, including the inauguration 
of the insurance scheme, 

Mr. GoopHart-RENDEL, in presenting 
the accounts and moving the adoption of 
the annual report, statement of accounts 
and balance sheet, said that the record 
result of the Half-Crown Fund had been 
most valuable, but that what the Society 
really needed was more annual subscribers. 
The Society could do far more if the archi- 
tectural profession would support it more 
liberally. 

The speaker referred to the Government 
proposals for national insurance, and their 
probable effect on the Society’s work. This 
had already been considered by the 
Council, who would continue to study it 
when the Act came into force. There were 
always holes in any national scheme 
through which some people would fall, and 
many of the cases dealt with during the 
past year might well come within this 
category. There would be plenty of work 
for the Society to do in cases of emergency 
which no amount of general legislation 
could cover. There would always be scope 
for the voluntary society, and its actual 
usefulness would not diminish, though the 
help given might need to be exerted in 
different ways. The Society would there- 
fore need money just as much as ever, 
and he hoped that members of the pro- 
fession would support the work as 
generously as they were able.

New Towns Bill. 

Mr. SILKIN, Minister of Town ani 
Country Planning, moving the second 
reading of the New Towns Bill, said it 
was not unreasonable that the Utopia o! 
1515 should be transferred into practic: 
reality in 1946. He had received two 
interim reports from the Reith Com- 
mittee, and the present Bill had been 
prepared with due regard to the com- 
mittee’s recommendations, although in 
certain respects he had not altogether 
accepted them. The reports were unan- 
mous. He was now awaiting the final 
report of the committee which would 
advise him on the second part of their 
terms of reference. 

The need of building new towns hail 
been recognised in 1919 in the Housing 
(Additional Powers) Act, but the legisla- 
tion then and subsequently did not pro- 
vide adequate powers to build self-con- 
tained and balanced towns, and, secondly, 
they did not provide adequate finance. 
It was therefore not surprising that no 
projects for new towns had been initiated. 

The effect of the building which took 
place between the two wars had been 
almost calamitous. Many towns hai 
built new arg estates on the out- 
skirts which had largely failed in their 
purpose of providing a better life for the 
people and had almost invariably become 
dormitories consisting of people of one 
income group with no community life 
and no civic sense. Were the new houses 
now to be built on the outskirts of our 
towns with the same lack of planning as 
they were after the last war? If so, he 
dreaded to think what sort of place our 
still fair country would be in 10 or 15 

ears’ time, This was our last chance. 
Many of the houses now to be built must 
be most carefully located in new self 
contained communities if the existing 
evils were not to be aggravated. 

Private enterprise would be encouraged 
to participate in building houses by 
taking leases for parts of the area of a 
town. The small builders would not be 
shut out, nor would the private person 
desiring to build a single house. 

It was estimated that the cost to public 
funds on the development of each new 
town would be about £19,000,000, on the 
assumption that most of the middle-class 
houses, shops, and factories would be 
built by private enterprise. Of that sum, 
£15,500,000 would be spent by the corpora- 
tion and £3,500,000 by the local authority 
building the houses. 

Referring to the recommendations of 
the Reith Committee, he said he had 
examined carefully the case for the local- 
authority-sponsored corporation, which 
seemed to differ little from the Govern- 
ment-sponsored corporation, and could 
see no justification for complicating the 
Bill by providing the two types, which 
did not differ very much in essentials. 
There were two fundamental objections to 
local-authority-sponsored corporations. He 
did not think the task could satisfactorily 
be carried out by local authorities—it 
must be carried out nationally and with 
national responsibility. Moreover, he 
could see no hope of speedy agreement 
between a local authority which wanted 
to build a town and the authority con- 
boty the area in which it was proposed 
to build. There was always a suspicion 
on the part of receiving authorities that 
the exporting authority was desirous of 
absorbing the area of the new town, and 
the suspicion was not always without 
some justification. 

New towns must be self-contained and 
self-governed and not run as a distinct 
colony by a remote control 20 or 30 miles 
away. He realised that it might be argued 
that the only two real new towns—Letch- 
worth and Welwyn Garden City—had been 
created by what might be. described as 
authorised associations. Both towns were 


admirable, but neither had developed as 
anticipated, even though some 43 and 25 
years old respectively. To a considerable 
extent, both were still dormitory towns.

They had not wholly succeeded, princi- 
pally beeause of lack of money and 
powers for compulsory purchase of land. 
No authorised association was in a posi- 
tion to provide such a sum of money as 
was required for a new town. 


The immediate programme contem- 
plated provision of 20 new towns in 
England and Wales. The population in 


these would range between 30,000 and 
60,000. Should they be successful, it 
might well be that a much larger number 
,would later have to be provided. 


They would seek to preserve what was 
best in the existing portions of the new 
towns—their charm, tradition, and 
character—and trusted that the different 
income groups would not become segre- 
gated, because they did not want to repeat 
the experience of Welwyn Garden City, 
which was divided in two by the railway, 
the workers living on one side of it and 
the middle class on the other. They 
wanted to see the towns gay and bright, 
with plent 
meeting places, and spaces where cricket 
and football could played by the 
younger residents instead of being 
watched. Golf courses ought also to be 
provided; golf was not a rich man’s game 
in Scotland, and why should it be in 
England ? Leisure would become more 
and more plentiful, and the new towns 
peg oe afford experience in the right use 
of it. 

The Reilly plan of breaking up neigh- 
bourhood-units into smaller units of 40 
to 50 families living round a green might 
be tried. This experiment was about to 
be tried in Bilston, Staffordshire, and he 
would watch it with interest. 


Points from the Debate. 


Mr. W. S. Morrison said the main 
ground of difference between the two 
sides of the House would probably be on 
the old question of compulsory purchase. 
He harboured what might be an unworthy 
suspicion that hon. members opposite 
regarded planning as an excuse for the 
public acquisition of land. The powers 
proposed under the new Bill were another 
interference with the individual freedom 
which was one of the fundamental 
bulwarks of this country. It was the only 
safe bulwark against tyranny. It was 
awkward for people in a hurry, and it 
had been awkward for Hitler, and it was 
something which any Government ignored 

t its peril. 

Mr. IRvING welcomed the Bill because 
without it it would be _ impossible 
to rehouse decently hundreds of thou- 
sands of pes especially in London and 
Greater London, but regretted that Mr. 
Silkin had made no alternative provision 
to that of a corporation. He disliked the 
corporation because it was not really 
democratic, and it had been proved that 
the alternative recommended bv the 
Reith committee of a corporation of local 
authorities was a possibility. 

Mr. WaLkKer-SmitH regretted the Minis- 
ter’s decision to restrict the agencies to 
the sole agency of a Government corpora- 
tion. New towns must have behind them 
spontaneous, unrestricted good will if 
they were to succeed. 

The Bill was read a second time and 
he money resolution in connection with 
it was agreed to in Committee. 


HOUSING ahs 
BUILDING MATERIALS PRIORITY 
SCHEME 


THe Minister of Health refers in Cir- 
ular 100/46 to the Supplement enclosed 
with Circular 76/46 and emphasises that 
housing work, whether undertaken by 
jocal authorities or by private builders, is 
in general only eligible for priority for 
materials and components under the new 
scheme in so far as it aualifies for W.B.A. 
priority for labour. The classes of work 
which fall within this category are de- 
fined in Appendix 2 to Circular 232/45, 
and embrace, broadly, all works resulting 
n an increase in housing accommodation. 


of theatres, concert halls and . 
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Priority certificates for materials should 
not be issued for works of repair and 
maintenance of houses. The Minister is 
aware that during the early stages of the 
new scheme some difficulty has been 
caused by excluding such works from the 
priority category, but this decision was 
purposely taken in order to safeguard the 
supply of materials for new housing, and 
the Minister does not wish to weaken the 
effect of priority by including the very 
wide range of repair and maintenance 
work outstanding. 

Any balance of materials and com- 
ponents left after priority orders have 
Pou met will still, of course, be available 
for non-priority work, and it is antici- 
pated that, with further experience of the 
working of the scheme, builders’ mer- 
chants and manufacturers will be in a 
position to release increased supplies of 
many of the materials and components 
covered by the scheme to meet non- 
priority orders. 

Builders’ merchants have already been 
advised by the Distributors of Building 
Supplies Joint Council, after consulta- 
tion with the Ministry of Works, that they 
should, wherever possible, meet demands 
for small quantities of materials and com- 
ponents required for works of a specially 
urgent nature without priority certificates 
in the following cases:— 


(a) Where a_ sanitary breakdown 
endangers the health of occupants, 

(vo) Where urgent structural repair is 
necessary to avoid collapse, 

(c) Where work is required by statutory 
notice. 


Any case in which continued difficulty 
is experienced in obtaining the necessary 
materials for such purposes should be 
brought to the notice of the Principal 
Housing Officer. 

It should be noted that the operation of 
the priority scheme does not supersede 
any existing arrangements governing the 
release of controlled materials. “M” 
forms for iron and steel, for example, are 
still required, and the existing timber 
licensing procedure remains unaffected. 

Further supplies of priority certificates 
will be made available shortly through the 
Principal Housing Officer. 
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STRUCTURAL ENGINEERING 
WORKS 


GENERAL CONDITIONS OF CONTRACT 
AND STANDARD FORM OF TENDER 


Tue Institution of Structural Engineers 
have published two documents: (a) 
‘‘General Conditions of Contract of 
Structural Engineering Works,”’ and (b) 
‘*‘Form of Tender.’”’ Both of them show 
much forethought and preparation. 

(a) General Conditions of Contract.—It 
is noted that the form before us is only 
applicable when quantities form part of 
the contract, and by the Articles of Agree- 
ment the specification and drawings and 
conditions of contract, together with the 
aforesaid quantities, form part of the con- 
tract. Since the general rule is that all 
documents forming part of a lump sum or 
entire contract must be construed together, 
it must not be overlooked that when the 
quantities are made part of such a con- 
tract they represent what the contractor 
has contracted to do, and, if he is called 
upon to do any other work not taken up 
in the quantities, he is entitled to be paid 
for it as an ‘“‘extra.”” (See Patman and 
Fotheringham v. Pilditch (1904), 2 H.B.C., 
4th Ed., 368.) 

Whether this was the intention of the 
Institution is not clear. Nowadays the 
tendency is to leave the specification out 
of those documents which form part of 
the contract and rely on the quantities 
only for all descriptions and specification 
of the work to be done. This avoids con- 
fusion in determining whichever additional 
works are in fact ‘‘extras’’ or not, for 
only the drawings and quantities need be 
taken into consideration. 

Clause 3 of the Conditions of Contract 
does, however, clear this up to a very 
large extent, for therein it is provided 
that the specification shall not impose 
upon the contractor any obligation to 
execute, at his own expense, items not 
contained in the bills of quantities. 
Furthermore, on the point already referred 
to, clause 6 of the conditions states that 
the several documents forming the con- 
tract are to be taken together, and that 
the contractor is to refer any ambiguity or 
discrepancy to the engineer for his instruc- 
tions; and if such instructions involve 
variations in cost, then a variation order 
is to be issued to the contractor in respect 
to the additional cost incurred by such 
instructions. 

In passing, it may be stated that the 
disputes which usually arise in the build- 
ing and engineering industries are in 
respect to: (a) what is included in the 
Iump-sum contract and what are legiti- 
mate extras thereto; (b) delay either on 
the part of the contractor or the employer 
in the completion of the work; (c) defec- 
tive work. 

In respect to all of these, clause 42 of 
the conditions, the arbitration clause, is 
drawn so widely that it would appear to 
provide a means of satisfying both parties 
that justice will be done to them if occa- 
sion requires, and as regards (a), it should 
be more particularly noted that the arbi- 
trator has the power to open up, review 
and revise any decision, instruction, 
measurement or valuation. 

As regards (b), clause 5 of the condi- 
tions provides for possession of the site 
being given and for liquidated damages on 
failure of the contractor to complete the 
work within the time agreed upon. We 
note, too, that if any of the work is com- 
pleted before that date and certified as 
completed, the liquidated damages are to 
be reduced in proportion to the amount of 
the work so certified as completed. It 
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must be remembered that, according to 
the ruling case of Trollope and Sons and 
Colls and Sons v. Singer (1910), H.B.C., 
4th Ed., 849, a contractor who is 
delayed by the employer is not only 
entitled to.an extension of time for such 
delay but also damages in addition, 

By clause 11 of the conditions, the con- 
tractor binds himself. to pay rates of wages, 
and observe hours of labour, not less 
favourable than those commonly recognised 
by employers and trade societies; and the 
contractor is responsible for the observa- 
tion of all terms of this clause by any sub- 
contractor. 

Clause 12 is really a fluctuating clause, 
for it clearly enumerates that the prices 
with bills of quantities are to be based 
on the rates of wages and other allowances 
already above referred to, current at the 
date of submission of tender. These are 
to be increased or decreased by ll 
authorised variations in the list of such 
wages and allowances which may occur 
between the date last referred to and the 
certified date of completion. 

On the whole, the Form of Contract 
has been well settled, and the prevailing 
building law has been included. The Form 
appears to be fair to both employer and 
contractor. 


Form of Tender. 

We have very little to say in respect to 
the Form of Tender. The Form includes 
an undertaking that a contract incor- 
porating the conditions of contract already 
dealt with will be entered into, and that, 
if required, sureties will be provided, who 
are, of course, responsible for the short- 
comings and defaults of the contractor in 
respect to-the contract work. 

The inclusion by an undertaking to 
enter into a formal contract is not really 
necessary; it is not binding, seeing that 
the contractor can in any case revoke his 
tender up to and until the time of its 
acceptance. 

A space is left in the Form for particu- 
lars of work to be sub-let, and the name 
and address of ‘‘ sub-contractor ’’ is to be 

‘ given of any section of work to be so 
sub-let. Strictly speaking, they are not 
sub-contractors; sub-letting is not sub-con- 
tracting. Sub-letting is letting work the 
contractor has himself contracted to do, 
and by clause 2 of the conditions he must 
obtain the engineer’s consent to sub-let; 
whereas sub-contracting is in respect to 
work the engineer has provided for in a 
provisional sum or prime cost items and 
which is to be carried out by some other 
contractor than the main _ contractor 
himself. 

QUANTITIES FOR BUILDING 
NATIONAL FEDERATION RULE MADE 

OBLIGATORY 


On the recommendation of its Contracts 
Committee, the Council of the National 
Federation of Building Trades Employers 
has unanimously agreed to make its rule 
on the use of quantities obligatory, and all 
its members have been notified accord- 
ingly. The quantities rule, which is now 
binding on all members of the National 
Federation, is as follows :— 

Members shal] not tender in competition 
for contracts exceeding £1,500 in total 
value without bills of quantities being sup- 
plied. In the case of ¢ontracts for the 
repetitive construction of small dwelling- 
houses the bills of quantities shall be pre- 
pared in accordance with the principles of 
the Code for the Measurement of Building 
Work in Small Dwelling Houses. This 
instruction shall not apply to contracts 
for repairs or contracts for painting or 
decorating only.

LONDON LUNCHEON 


Mr. Harotp Wuson, 0.B.E., M.P., 
Parliamentary Secretary, the Ministry of 
Works, was the guest of honour at a 
luncheon given by the Institution of Struc- 
tural Engineers at the Savoy Hotel, 
London, on Wednesday, May 8. Mr. F. 
E. Drury, M.Sc., M.I.Struct.E., President 
of the Institution, was in the chair. 


Proposing the toast of ‘‘ The Guests,” 
Mr. Drury said: During my year of 
office as President I have tried to influence 
the policy of the Institution in at least 
three matters which appeal to me as being 
of prime importance in its maintenance 
and a a: These particular matters 
are: (1) The sphere of our activity and 
the scope of our subject; (2) The safe- 
guarding of our independence coupled with 
readiness to co-operate with other insti- 
tutions; (3) The education of young 
engineers aspiring to enter the profession 
of structural engineering. 


Our existence as an Institution has been 
amply justified, as may be shown by many 
happenings during recent years, but we 
may wisely ask, have we reached the 
maximum in efficiency, keenness and 
mastery of our subject? Are we up to 
date in our knowledge and practice? 
Speed depends on knowledge, coupled 
with conviction and decision. Our Ameri- 
can friends often call us slow, perhaps 
due to our need of a tonic such as un- 
restricted new building. Unfortunately, 
large-scale building, which is our particu- 
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lar concern because of the major problems 
of stability which are involved, has io. 
remain restricted for a time owing to 
more urgent and immediate needs. 

After referring to the co-operation which 


the Institution of Structural Engineers 
had received from other societies and 


institutions on the Codes of Practice 
Committees which were dealing with 
‘* Earth - Retainin Structures,” and 
‘* Load-bearing Superstructures,” the 


speaker went on to deal with the educa-. 


tional activities of the Institution, and 
said: It has been a major responsibility 
of the Institution during the last decade to 
develop and make public its views on the 
education and training of its prospective 
members. During that time its examina- 
tions have been broadened, re-cast and 
extended. But the examinations of a pro- 
fessional institution cannot reflect all that 
is visualised in the complete traiming of 
the engineer; rather they demand specific 
technical knowledge within a_ prescribed 
range. I want it to be known, however, 
that we as an institution favour as broad 
an education as may be expedient for a 
prospective engineer—whatever his special 
branch. A fully trained engineer should 
be capable of directing spheres of techni- 
cal and administrative service, functioning 
through a background of engineering and 
general knowledge. 


Research Activities. 

How long the present mood favourable 
to research will persist we cannot fore- 
cast, but this Institution is taking an in- 
dependent view and is preparing to assist 
and to encourage research in the industrial 
and professional fields of structural engin- 
eering. Indeed, the Science Committee, 
acting through its Sectional Committee for 
Research (under the direction of Professor 
Pugsley) and with the help of the other 
sectional Committees, has drawn up a list 
or programme of structural subjects, 
sectionally arranged and all of a character 
which demands attention. 


There appears to be need for experi- 
ments. on full-size structures, and much 
experimental work is possible upon per- 
manent structures in course of erection. 
The Institution would welcome the oppor- 
tunity to assist researchers to contact 
experienced engineers who are in profes- 
sional charge of constructional schemes. 
with a view to furthering this type of 
investigation. 

Mr. Harotp Witson, proposing the 
toast of ‘‘ The Institution of Structural! 
Engineers,’’ referred to the present posi- 
tion with regard to the supply of materials 
in the building industry, and said that in 
view of some figures he had received that 
morning, he was glad to say that the pro- 
duction of building bricks was on the in- 
crease, and although we were a long way 
from being out of the wood we _ should 
soon be able to turn to other difficulties 
which were sorely in need of the considera- 
tion they deserved. 


‘*T want to assure you that in the near 
future the work of structural engineers is 
going to be used more in peace than in 
war. Apart from the urgent claims of the 
building programme we are working for 
a balanced programme of construction and 
engineering, and it will utilise to the full 
the building and engineering professions. 
We shall require the utmost support from 
your Institution in these fields.’ 


The speaker concluded by congratulat- 
ing the Institution on the effort it was 
making on behalf of engineers who had 
been in the Services during the war by 
educating them for the profession in whic 
they had lost so many years. 
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THE NATIONAL BUILDING 


CORPORATION 
BUILDERS AND GOVERNMENT 
COMPETITION 


‘“‘ProvipeD that as builders we can 
show that we are really efficient, and that 
we are putting in only prices which can 
be readily justified, we have little to fear 
from any RE Aa building 
corporation,’’ said Mr. W. H. Forsprxeg, 
President of the National Federation of 
Building Trades Employers, at a meeting 
of the London Master Builders’ Associa- 
tion Central No.1 Area, held at Derry & 
Toms, Kensington, on Wednesday, May 8. 
He proceeded :— 

“‘ If the National Building Corporation, 
of which we have seen quite a lot in the 
Press lately, is actually set up, I am satis- 
fied that it cannot, within any reasonable 
period, if at all, work as efficiently as ex- 
perienced builders, and I am not one of 
those who take the view that the sug- 
gested setting up of the Corporation is 
the thin end of the nationalisation wedge. 

‘The present shortage of materials and 
the difficulties which have been experi- 
enced for a long time, and are still being 
experienced, in supplying components for 
temporary houses, are two glaring in- 
stances of ineffective planning by a 
Government which believes that planning 
is the cure for all ills. These examples 
are not good omens for the future. 

“The shortage of materials was bound 
to lead to some system of priorities, but 
the Government has made a bad start with 
its rationing scheme. Its application to 
orders already placed and for jobs which 
have already been started has increased 
the uncertainty which again is bad for 
planning and may lead to unemployment. 
And unless special machinery is devised, 
urgent repairs involving the provision of 
essential fittings, such as. water-tanks, are 
likely to be held up. These points have 
been put by the National Federation to 
Mr. Tomlinson, the Minister of Works, 
together with the point that had there 
been prior consultation with the builders 
the scheme would have been started more 
smoothly and would have had _ better 
chances of success. 

‘*The new scheme under which builders 
may build houses on their own land or on 
land belonging to local authorities for sale 
to these local authorities, who will then 
let them, is a step in the right direction, 
but I do not regard it as other than a 
small step. It is on that footing that the 
National Federation discussed the scheme 
with Mr. Bevan, and I am sure that he 
does not see it as one which will produce 
a large number of houses. In my view 
there is a real danger that the scheme may 
be used by the Government as yet another 
excuse for putting off the day when the 
private builder is given the fairly free 
hand he should be given in providing 
homes for those who want them. 

“ Another sign that the Government is 
beginning to realise the efficiency of the 
private builder and the contribution which 
he can make to the housing programme is 
the very frank admission in the Explana- 
tory Memorandum to Mr. Silkin’s New 

Towns Bill that the greater the participa- 
tion of private enterprise in the building 
of houses in these new towns-the less will 
be the cost to the Government. 

“IT come to the question of output. 
This is vital to the success of the housing 
programme. We, with our operative 


friends, are doing everything we can to 
solve this problem, but we are faced by 
some serious handicaps. The first is, 
of course, the shortage of materials. The 
second is the stubborn insistence of the 
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Government in not only keeping the 
Essential Work Order applied to our in- 
dustry, but in extending it to certain sites 
on which permanent houses are being 
erected. All concerned except the Govern- 
ment are agreed that there cannot be 
fully efficient work so long as an employer 
and an employee who do not like one 
another cannot part company without the 
consent of a civil servant. We have made 
strong and repeated representations on 
this matter both to the Minister of 
Labour and to the Minister of Works, and 
within the past few days we have asked 
Mr. George Isaacs to receive a deputation 
from us on the subject. 

“‘T am glad to see here to-day so many 
of our local authority friends. But for 
Government policy we should be co- 
operating with them even more closely 
than we are, and, as I am sure many of 
them will agree, should by now have taken 
from their shoulders part of one of the 
many heavy burdens which they and their 
much-harassed staff are carrying. That 
the Government realise that their technical 
staffs are overworked is clear from a 
statement by the Ministry of Health in 
their recent Memoranda about the new 
scheme for the building by private builders 
of houses for sale to the local authority 
that ‘in many districts there is, in par- 
ticular, an important element in the 
speedy development of housing to 
economise on the calls that need to be 
made by the local authority on technical 
assistance.’ I suggest that the substitu- 
tion of the word ‘all’ for the word 
‘many ’ would improve the statement.” 

Mr. Caries; E. B. Heap, chairman of 
the Area, presided at the luncheon, which 
was well attended. Mr. Nice, Hannen 
proposed a vote of thanks to Mr. Forsdike, 
which was heartily accorded.

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ESSENTIAL WORK ORDERS 


MORE INDUSTRIES WITHDRAWN 


Amone the organisations representing 
employers and workers which have been 
informed by the Ministry of Labour and 
National Service that their industries will 
be withdrawn from the scope of the Essen- 
tial Work Orders at the end of three 
months, i.e., about ‘the first week in 
August, are those connected with the 
following industries : asphalt manufacture ; 
ballast, sand and gravel (production, 
delivery, maintenance of pits); cast stone 
and cast concrete products; concrete, 
ready mixed; putty; quarrying (slag, 
igneous rock and sandstone, but excluding 
limestone and roofing slate); roofing 
felt manufacture, 

Notices will be issued to the individual 
undertakings which are to be de-scheduled, 
giving them at least a month’s notice. 
Until individual de-scheduling takes effect 
the provisions of the Essential Work 
Orders remain in force for all employers 
and workers in scheduled undertakings. 

The Minister of Labour and National 
Service pointed out in a statement he 
made in the House of Commons on Decein- 
ber 13 last that certain features of the 
Essential Work Orders have proved them- 
selves to be of mutual advantage to 
employers and workers and have also 
affected the industrial agreements of the 
industries which were brought within the 
scope of the Orders. He wished to 
reiterate that the object of giving notice 
of withdrawal is to allow the two sides of 
the industries concerned an opportunity of 
considering jointly any readjustment in 
their industrial agreemente which may be 
needed to meet the changed circumstances 
when the Orders are withdrawn.

ALLEGED CORRUPTION 
WAR DAMAGE REPAIR 
WORK 


EALING BUILDER’S CHARGES 


An Ealing builder stated at the Old 
Bailey on May 9 that he wanted to 
expose the corruption and racketeering 
which was rife in the building trade, and 
so he set out to prove how easy it was 
to obtain money from the Ministry of 
Works by submitting to them false 
documents. i f 

He was Ronald Atyeo (35), of Windmill- 
road, Ealing, W.5, and he was charged 
with obtaining by false pretences the 
sums of £107, £127, £123, £240, and £114 
from the Ministry of Works by producing 
false time-sheets in support of claims for 
money due to him as a contractor. 

He pleaded not guilty. 

Mr. Gerald Howard (for the prosecu- 
tion) alleged that Atyeo had submitted 
to the Ministry of Works time-sheets for 
men employed by him on bomb damage 
repairs. These showed wages in excess 
of those actually paid to the workmen. 
Counsel] explained that Atyeo was not 
alleged to have falsely obtained all the 
money specified in the charges. In 
each case the bulk of the money had 
been properly paid to the men named 
in the time-sheets, but for the purposes 
of this prosecution the total amounts 
had been specified in the indictment. 
Giving one example, Mr. Howard said, 
for the week ended February 13, 1945, a 
workman named Andrews was actually 
paid £7 Os. 4d. According to the time- 
sheet submitted to the Ministry of 
Works his wages for that week were 
&7 4s. 11d. 

After Det.-Sgt. Shepherd had seen 
Atyeo, he signed a statement explain- 
ing his side of the picture. In 1944, 
Atyeo said, he was working on bomb 
damage repairs and employed about 20 
men. “It has already been pointed out 
that in fact I did not pay expenses and 
‘dirty’ money shown in the time- 
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sheets,” the aceused declared in his 
statement. ‘‘I agree this is so.... 
have a_ perfectly good explanation: 
(1) I wished to accumulate a sum of 
money as working capital, and I was 
later going to pay the men the difference 
between the money I gave them and the 
money I had claimed from the Ministry 
after I had exposed the rackets; 
(2) Furthermore, it was to my know- 
ledge that other employers were swind- 
ling the Ministry of Works and local 
counells and others in the same way, and 
I wished to show the authorities hy 
easily public money could be obtained 
and how Ministry material is being sold 
to private builders. 

‘Bribery and. corruption is rampant 
in the building trade and among clerks 
of works. This is all I want to say, 
except that I wanted to expose this 
racket, If I have to suffer for what I 
have done I will do so.” 

In a second statement Atyeo said, 
swindled the Ministry in order to sited 
them up and show them how easy it 
was. I was on contract and I inflated 
my claims because I. did not want to be 
= - pocket when the _ contract 

ired.” 

"Pridence was given by employees of 
the defendant who said their pay 
packets did not contain the amounts 
mentioned as due to them on certain 
time sheets. 

In evidence Atyeo said that a lot of 
swindling was going on about which the 
Ministry of Works knew nothing, and 
added ‘‘Since I brought this to their 
knowledge they have “checked up and 
caught a hundred or more firms.’ 

Judge McClure: “Have they been 
prosecuted for swindling? ”’ 

tyeo: “I don’t know. But if they 
had checked up on their job the in- 
vegtigators could ‘have found out all 
these things for themselves.”’ 

In reply to Mr. Malcolm Morris (de- 
fending counsel) ~~ said he intended 
pray meer gf to the piniotey the excess 
amount he had received e only made 
the statement that he wanted to accumu- 
late working capital to ensure he would 
be prosecuted, and so expose the rackets: 

“T went to the Ministry to expose them 
but nothing was done,’ he = said. 
‘* Later I threatened to take the matter 
to the House of Commons, and recently 
I received a letter from the Minister, 
Mr. Tomlinson, who says he is going to 
look into the matter. I thought I was 
doing my duty to my country.’ 

After consultation with his counsel 
Atyeo changed his plea to “ guilty.’ 

Binding him over for 12 ssmnhe Judge 
McClure told the accused ‘“‘ I can under- 
stand what you had in mind. I am not 
going to treat you as a criminal. These 
matters should be exposed, but it is a 
little pathetic for you to imagine _— 
hard-working people at the ron eg Be 
Works should have to scratch ou 
among your workmen to find these 
things out. You are a very misguided 
person ,, When you meant to be a 
saviour.’
